EACH ISSUES HOT EDICT. 


Weaver Swears In 1,000 Special 
Policemen; Threatens Miles’ 
Deputies with Arrest; | 
Riots Feared. 


Philadelphia, Nov. &—[Special.}—Phila- 
delphia tomorrow virtually will be an armed 
camp with Sheriff James L. Miles leading 
the gang's forces and Mayor John Weaver 
directing the hosts for reform. That clashes 
will occur seems inevitable, Riots, attended 
by bloodshed, it is believed, will be unavold- 
able. 

The city and county executives issued an- 
tagonistic proclamations today, swearing to 
uphold the law and protect citizens against 
the illegal ballots of the opposing sides. 

The sheriff, who is the republican ma- 
chine's field general in Philadelphia, in his 
initial declaration which was sent broadcast 
over all the voting precincts, called upon citi- 
zens to assist the deputies appointed by him 
to uphold the law. 


Mayor Calls the Turn. 

The mayor, who occupies the same relative 
position with the city party, replied with a 
strongly worded proclamation in which he de- 
nounced the sheriff as the head of a criminal 
combination who was seeking to prevent an 
honest expression of the people's will in defi- 
ance of law. 
Miles was prostituting his office, and threat- 
ened with arrest any so-called deputy sher- 
ur who sought to interfere with any one at 
the polls. He closed with these words: 

The peace of the city, the supremacy of 
the law, and the blood bought rights of hon- 
est electors must and shall be preserv 


Sheriff Is Defiant. 

Sheriff Miles issued another statement in 
which he defied the mayor, saying it was his 
duty to preserve the peace and order of the 
county. 

Mayor Weaver's proclamation follows: 

It has become public knowledge that cer- 
tain conspirators against the public peace and 
welfare are planning unlawful acts in con- 
nection with the election tomorrow. Of this 
criminal combination James L. Miles is the 
official head, and has announced, ostensibly 
in his office as sheriff, by a so-called procia- 
mation, that he intends to appoint so-called 


deputy sheriffs’at the polliig pldtew of this’ 


eit y. 

I am informed that the sheriff of the eoun- 
ty, n his capacity as leader of the lawless 
combination referred to, has been in con- 
sultation with the lawbreakers and the ene- 
mies of law and order, for the purpose of de- 
vising some means for the preventing of an 
honest and free expression of the popular 
will at the election to be held tomorrow. 

This object hey hope to effect by having 
him, as sheriff, commission so-called deputy 
sheriffs to perform services at the polling 
places, in defiance of the expressed prohibi- 
tion of the law.“ 


Menace to Public Peace. 


The mayor, continuing, quotes the law 
against such an action, and urges all citizens 
to resist in every way possibie all deputy 
sheriffs who may in any way interfere with 
their voting. The proclamation further de- 
clares that— 

“The action of James L. Miles constitutes 
such a menace to the public peace that I deem 
it my duty as mayor of the city to proclaim 
that his lawless announcement, ostensibly 
as sheriff, is an election scheme, and that by 
reason of this lawless purpose, an emergency 
has arisen, and that, therefore, I, John 
Weaver, mayor of Philadelphia, will, by 
virtue of the authority vested in me by the 
laws of the commonwealth, take command 
of the police force of this city, and in conjunc- 
tion with Sheldon Potter, director of the de- 
partment of public safety, appoint as many 
special patrolmen as I may deem advisable, 
in addition to the regular police force, to 
protect law abiding citizens in the exercise 
of their elective franchise and honest elec- 
tion officers in the performance of their 
dutles.“ 

Threatens to Arrest Deputies. 

The proclamation in concluding says: 

I hereby warn any person from attempt- 
ing to exercise the functions or powers of 
deputy sheriffs at the polis, and I particular- 
ly and especially warn James L. Miles, high 
sheriff of the county of Philadelphia, prosti- 
tuting his high office to the criminal pur- 
poses of the political organization of which 
he is chairman, against appointing or com- 
missioning any person to act as deputy sheriff 
at the polls. 

„As all such persons appointed by him 
would under such circumeétances be law 
preakers, they ought to be and will be treated 
accordingly. The peace of the city, the su- 
premacy of the law, and the blood bought 
rights of honest electors must and shall be 
preserved.” 

When Sheriff Miles had read this proclama- 
tion he issued a statement in which he said 
the peace and order of the county is com- 
mitted to his keeping by his commission 
from the governor. He characterized the 
statements in the mayor's proclamation as 
false and charged that the director of public 
safety made incendiary speeches calculated 
to create disorder. 

The sheriff further charges that hundreds 
of irresponsible characters have been ap- 
pointed as special policemen for service on 
election day, calling them professional gam- 
biers and criminals of various degree. 

The statement concludes by accusing the 
mayor of insincerity in his announcement. 


Swears In One Thousand Specials. 

When Mayor Weaver was shown the 
sheriff's statement he said the sheri*’s proc- 
lamation certainiy indicated that he contem- 
plated appointing deput sheriffs. He de- 
clared he was perfectly willing to accept the 

reafohgibility to keep the peace. 

Backing up his proclamation the mayor hes 
sworn in about 1,000 special policemen for 
election duty. This work began early in the 
day and wae still in progress at a late hour 
tonight. Hundreds of men crowded the cor- 
ridors of the city hall all dey and evening 
waiting to be sworn in. 

It was the intention of the administration 
to have only 500 extra men on duty, but there 
were so many rumors in circulation that half 
the poléce force would resign 10 morn-

WIDOW LIKELY TO CONTEST. 


Provision Made for Her by James C. 
King Not Divulged. 


A home for old men and a possibie contest 
by the widow are dependent on the contents 
of the will of the late James C. King, thrice 
a millionaire, who died last Wednesday. The 
will is to be filed for probate tomorrow, and 
no one has a clear idea of its provisions ex- 
cept Byron L. Smith, who declines to make 
them known. 

Mr. King, who was 75 years old at his 
death, felt a great interest In old men. He 
sympathized with their distress, and he read 
with interest everything printed regarding 
the age limit of 45 years, “‘ Oslerizing,”’ and 
old age pensions. Not long before his death, 
commenting on the recent address delivered 
before the Commercial club by Frank A. 
Vanderlip, the New York banker, he said: 

“Some one ‘ought to provide a home for 
the old men who have struggled all their lives 
without being able to make adequate pro- 
vision for their old age.“ 

Contest by Widow Possible. 

Mr. King left an estate valued at around 
$3,500,000. His will was drawn five years ago. 
Even at that time he was interested in old 
men. Whether he changed it so as to provide 
a home for them is not known definitely, but 
those who have seen the will say it makes a 
large provision for some charity in which Mr. 
King was interested. 

Mrs. King is said to have received $300,000 
from her elderly husband during the three 
years of her married life, and if the will does 
not mention her among the beneficiaries it 
is believed she will contest it. She declined to 


talk last night at her residence, 2482 Michi- . 


gan avenue, but her brother-in- law. Addison 
A. Melvin, said: 

We are in ignorance of the contents of the 
will. It is a long, involved document that pro- 
vides legacies for a brother, a sister, and sev- 
eral nieces and nephews.”’ 

“Will there be a contest by the widow?” 

Jam unable to make a statement on that 
point. The matter is in the hands of her at- 
torney.“ 


Lawyer’s Plans Not Formed. 
Americus A. Melville, Mrs. King's attorney, 
said: “‘As I am ignorant of the contents of 
the will, Icannot discuss it. As to what Mrs. 
King will do, that 2 on what the will 
provides. 

Mr. King was for many years a leading busi- 
ness man in Chicago. He laid the foundation 
of his fortune in lumber and in lake com- 
merece. He was heavily interested in the Chi- 
cago City railway, and a few years ago held 
the office of vice president of that corpora- 
tion. He was a stockholder of the Northern 
Trust company, the Union Stockyards com- 
pany, and other corporations, and owned con- 
siderable rea] estate. 


Married Four Years 8 

He was married in July, 1901, to Miss 
Matde A. Robirson, who is around 30 years 
old. Mr. King made an rnte-nuptial settle- 
ment on his wife o. $100,000, and informa- 
tion from authoritative sources is to the 
effect that he subsequently presented her 
with an additional §200,000. Her attorney 
would not deny or verify this story. 

After his marriage Mr. King spent most 
of the winters at a hotel in Pasadena and 
the summers in the White mountain: He 
died at the residence of his wife's mother, 
Mrs. Robinson, who with her daughter for- 
merly resided at Morrison, III. Miss Robin-

WOMEN ISS PREMIER'S NAME 


Gee, 


Conditions in Metropolis. Similar to 
Those of Paris Commune. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Nov. 6.—The pressing needs of 
the poor of London were brought to the at- 
tention of Premier Balfour today by one 
of the most remarkable scenes ever witnessed 
in the metropolis. 

The premier, who recelved a deputation, ad- 
mitted the evil was real, but said he saw no 
immediate solution save through charity. 
This reply brought forth much criticism and 
was the cause of Balfour's name being hissed 
at a massmecting held later. 

A deputation of the wives and other women 
relatives of the unemployed did not hesi- 
tate to tell the premier that unless some- 
thing is speedily done to lessen their suffer- 
ings there will be bloodshed. F 

Don't forget that hungry men are des- 
perate men,“ said one oi the speakers, and 
all had the same tale to tell of husbands out 
of work and starving wives and children, The 
pinched faces and tattered clothing of the 
women, some of whom had babies in their 
arms, bore eloquent testimony of the truth 
of their complaints. 


Deprecates Socialistic Idea. 

On ly thirty of the women were admitted to 
the presence of Mr. Balfour. The premier 
seid he had little to suggest in the way of 
alleviation except an expression of hope that 
public charity would come to the aid of the 
unemployed. He deprecated the socialistic 
suggestion that industries should be started 
at the national expense for the unemployed 
as calculated to destroy the springs of enter- 
prise and energy of the nation. 

At the close of Mr. Balfour’s speech of 
despalr, as the delegates described it, Mrs. 
Crooks, wife of William Crooks, a labor 
party member of the house cf commons, and 
several other women excitedly invited Mr. 
Balfour to come and live among them for a 
few month® The premier remarked that he 
was quite aware that nothing he had said 
could be other than disappointing; they had 
hia genuine sympathy, and he felt most 
acutely the magnitude of the evil from which 
they were suffering.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 6.—Following is 
the text of the imperial manifesto concerning 
Finland: 

“By the grace of God, we, Nicholas II., 
emperor and autocrat of all the Russias, czar 
of Poland, grand duke of Finland, etc., in 
virtue of the law of the diet of April 25, 1869, 
command the opening at Helsingfors, Dec. 20, 
of an extraordinary diet to consider the fol- 
lowing questions: 

„First The proposals for the budget of 
1906-07, provisional taxes. and a loan for 
railway construction. 

“ Second—A bill providing by a new fun- 
damental law a parliament for Finland on 
the basis of universal suffrage with the es- 
tablishment of the responsibility of the local 
authorities to the nation’s deputies. 

“ Third—Bilils granting liberty of the press, 
of meeting, and of unions. | 

“We expect from all an exact, execution 
of our will. NICHOLAS.” 


- Rescinds Former Edicts. 
Another imperial manifesto says: 
Having examined the petition of Jan. 13, 

1904, we have ordered the elaboration of bills 
reforming the fundamental laws for submis- 
sion to the deputies of the nation, and we 
order the abrogation of the manifesto of 
Feb. 15, 1899; the ukase of April 15, 1908, con- 
cerning measures for the maintenance of 
public order and tranquility; the imperial 
ukase of Nov. 23, 1903, according exceptional 
rights to the gendarmerie in the grand duchy; 
article 12 of the ukase of July 13, 1902, on 
Finnish legislation; the ukase of Sept. 21, 

1902, orf the reform of the senate and the 
extension of powers of governors; the ukase 
of April 8, 1908, on instructions for the gov- 
ernor general and the assistant governor of 
Finland; the law of July 25, 1901, on military 
service; the ukase of Aug. 13, 1902, on the 
duties of civil officials in Finland; the ukase 
of Aug. 27, 1902, on the resignation of admin- 
istrative officials and judicial responsibilty 
for offenses and crimes of officials, and the 
ukase of July 15, 1900, on meetings. 


Promises All Reforms. 
“We further order the senate to proceed 
immediately with the revision of the other 


‘regulations enumerated in the petition, and 


we order the immediate quppredsion of the 
censorship. 

The senate should prepare bills e 
liberty of speech, of the press, of meeting, and 
of union, an assembly on the basis of univer- 
sal suffrage and responsibility of the local au- 
thorities as soon as possible in order that the 
diet may discuss them. 

“We trust that the measures enumerated, 
being dictated by a desire to benefit Finland, 
will strengthen the ties uniting the Finnish 
nation to its sovereign.”’ 


FINLAND IS REJOICING.

SOCIALISTS FIGHT TROOPS IN Bo-

People Demand Universal ‘Suffrage 
from the Emperor of Austria—Erect 
Barricades in the Streets—Soldiers 
Take the Breastworks by Storm 
Five Persons Killed and More than 
100 Wouwnded—12,000 Revolvers 
Distributed Among Revolutionists,

PRAGUE, Bohemia, Nov. 6.—Five persons 

were killed and more than 100 wounded in a 
conflict between the social democrats and 
the troops in Graben street today. 

Two hundred rioters were arrested. The 
pavements were stained with blood and 
thousands of shop windows were smashed. 
The superintendent of police received thir- 
teen wounds. All shops and house doors are 
closed. Street cars and other means of con- 
veyance have been stopped. 

‘Barricades formed of stones and garden 
seats have been erected and barbed wire has 
been stretched across the streets by the 
rioters, who shoot from behind the barri- 
cades at the soldiers. The street lamps have 
been intentionally smashed in order to ob- 
struct policemen and soldiers, who have had 
many encounters with armed students. 


Socialists Have 12,000 Revolvers. 

It ie known that the socialist organization 
distributed 12,000 revolvers. Five thousand 
ezechs students have declared their solidarity 
with the revolutionists. An officer of 
dragoons pamed Von Benesch wae today 
thrown. from his horse, which had been 
frightened by the nolse of firing. The mob 
tried to lynch him. It is reported that martial 
law will be proclaimed tomorrow. 

The trouble arose out of the authorization 
which had been granted to 80,000 socialisie 
to form an orderly procession on Sunday in 
order to demonstrate in favor of universal 
suffrage. Gendarmes, cavalry, and infantry 
were brought from the country to strengthen 
the Prague garrison. 


Socialists Attack Police. 

Soon after noon the socialists decided to 
break their promise to be orderly and at- 
tacked the police with sticks and stones. 
The pajice defended themselves with re- 
volverstand sabers, but were unable to dis- 
perse the mob. Capt. Baron Umlaut of the 
dragoons therefore commanded an attack 
at full speed on the principal streets. The 
socialists were dispersed at 3 o’clock and 
regiments and infantry occupied all the 
streets and public squares. 


MURDER SUSPECT KILLS TWO 
RATHER THAN BE ARRESTED. 


Milton F. Andrews, Who Shoots Wom- 
an and Ends Own Life, Supposed to 
Have Slain Bessie Bouton in Colorado 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 6.—[Special.]— 
Milton Franklin Andrews, suspected of the 
murder ef Bessie Bouton at Colorado Springs, 
for whom the California police have been 
hunting for three weeks, committed suicide 
tonight after killing his companion, Nulda 
Olivia. On the woman’s person was found a 
typewritten statement signed by Andrews 
in which he denies slaying Bessie Bouton and 
another girl. 

Andrews and the woman attempted to 
kill William Ellis, an Australian horseman 
in Berkeley, Oct. 11, and since then they 
have not been seen. The police, however, 
got on their track, and today a patrolman, 
disguised as a plumber, entered their house 
on McAllister street, where the Olivia woman 
was found. 

He attempted to enter a rear room, but the 
door was locked. The woman became great- 
ly excited and ordered him out. 

He got help and returned tonight, after 
posting men to watch the house. While 
knocking on the door two pistol shots were 
heard. The police broke in and found the 
woman dead and Andrews fatally wounded, 
with a revolver in his hand. All the baggage 
was packed as if for removal. The police are 
sure they had accomplices who brought them 
food. Andrews never had been seen about 
the place. 

A little over a month ago Andrews and the 
woman arrived here on a steamer from Aus- 
tralia. On the voyage they formed the ac- 
quaintance of Ellis, who was coming to Call- 
fornia to attend the winter racing. Friendly 
relations were established, and when An- 
drews and the woman engaged a cottage they 
invited him to luncheon. During the meal 
Ellis was struck in the head with a hammer 
and the woman fired a couple of shots at him, 
but they missed. Ellis escaped and notified 
the police. A search of the cottage showed 
that the pair had made complete prepara- 
tions for disposing of Ellis’ body. Imple- 
ments for dismembering the corpse, acid for 
mutilating, and large pieces of oilcloth for 
preventing blood stains were discovered. The 
couple fled after Ellis’ escape and were not 
located until tonight.

of the consular service were discussed. 

The Chicago men announced that Mr. Root 
expressed himself as in perfect accord with 
the efforts of the league to secure the reor- 
ganization of the service along the line of the 
proposed bill announced by the league some 
time ago. 

This includes the payment of all consular 
fees. into the United States treasury and the

By signing a petition you people of this 
city nominated me. ‘You started the ball 
rolling, and see what you have done with 
it. The thing once laughed at and despised 
by the bosses today has reached such a 
stage of tide that I have no doubt whatever 
as to the result tomorrow, and this meeting 
today is more of a jubilation than anything 


else. 

Think of it. If we pull off this victory, 
as I have no doubt we will, think what it 
will mean. After the first week the force of 
this principle of independence carried a 
movement far beyond the control of the 
managers. Our fight is being watched all 
over the country, because the people begin 
to see they are able to take political power 
in their own hands. Our triumph will mean 
government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people, and not government by a 
boss, or, as I might say more accurately in 
this case, by a bartender.’ 


ARMED MEN FORCE ELECTION. 


Garesche Faction at Madison, III., Com- 
pels Trustees to Issue Call De- 
spite Mayor Coyle. 


Madison, III., Nov. 6—[{Special.}]—The 
long standing controversy between the 
Mayor Coyle and Ford Garesche factions 
reached a climax today at a meeting of the 
board of trustees of the town, when 200 
Garesche men armed themselves, marched 
to the town hall, and demanded of the board 
that they order an election for tomorrow 
to choose a new mayor. 

The board hesitated for awhile and sent a 
policeman’ to find the mayor, but the search 
was unsuccessful. The trustees then seeing 
that the Garesche men were determined, 
voted to rescind the mayor’s order counter- 
manding his first order for an election and 
ordering the election for tomorrow. 

The Garesche men, jubilant, then dispersed, 
claiming this turn of affairs insures the elec- 
tion of Garesche tomorrow, as there is no 
other ticket in the fleld.

District Attorney Discovers 
Forged Samples in Time 
to Sere His Election. 


TURNS TABLES ON TIGER. 


Independent Makes Political Cap- 
ital Out of Machine’s Effort 
to Knife Him. 


* 


New York, Nov. 6.—I Special I- William 
Travers Jerome brought to a dramatic finish 
his -campaign tonight by exposing on the 
stage at the Cooper Union before 5,000 per- 
sons Tammany’s last desperate effort to beat 
him by a forged circular, purporting to come 
from his managers, which was to have been 
gent out at midnight, giving false directions 
for marking his ballots. 

The forged document is the copy of a sam- 
ple ballot with crosses marked in two cir- 
cles—one over the republican ticket, the 
other over Jerome’s ticket—and telling’ the 
‘voters this is the only way to split the ticket 
for Jerome, 

The scheme, if it had not béen discovered, 
probably would have cost him the election, 
as the only safe way to split the ballot fer 
Jerome is to place a cross, not in the circle 
Above his name but in the square opposite 
his name. Jerome’s campaign committee has 
spent $35,000 in instructing voters how to split 
the ballot in this way. 

Nips Scheme in the Bud. 

Two hours. before going to the meeting to- 
night Jerome learned by a lucky accident 
that 600,000 copies of the forged circular 
were to be run off the presses of Martin B. 
Brown & Co. of Park place, Tammany print- 
ers and the firm which is getting out the 
official ballots. They were to be distributed 
between midnight and the hour the polls 
open tomorrow morning. He made a quick 
dash to Brown’s office, smashed the whole 
plan, arrived at the meeting fifteen minutes 
late, bringing with him in triumph a photo- 
graphic negative of the false ballots, direct 
evidence of Tammany’s treachery. 

This negative, on a piece of glass nearly 
two feet square, he brought with him upon 
the stage, and holding it up on the speaking 
stand where all the audience could see it, 
denounced the Tammany firm of Martin B. 
Brown and told the story of his discovery. 

The roar of anger which greeted his an- 
nouncement could have been heard at Tam- 
many hall. His recital aroused the audience 
to the wildest pitch of rage, and every per- 
son in the hall rose to his feet, crying 
Shame!“ and filling the room with hisses. 


Bitter in His Denunciation. 

Jerome's face flamed with anger and his 
eyes flashed as he talked. He has not been 
so wrought up since the campaign began, 
and the feeling which he threw into his dis- 
closure recalled his campaign of 1901. 

The full story of the plot did not come out 
until after Jerome returned to his headquar- 
ters in the Gilsey house at 11 o'clock. 

1 do not wish to give the name of the 
man who brought me the news of this plot,” 
he said. ‘‘I want to say it was a white and 
manly thing to do. But fer it this scheme 


would have gone through. The plot was for 


the purpose of invalidating the ballots cast 
for me. I have sought the advice of the two 
ablest lawyers in the city, and they tell me 
that where a cross is made in the circle over 
my name, and another in the circle above the 
party column that the vote for the party is 
valid while mine is void. 

‘I was at dinner at the home of my assist- 
ant, Mr. Garvan, at 6 o’clock this afternoon 
when I received a telephone message that 
a man was at my headquarters with some- 
thing important and would come right over 
to Garvan's at 23 Fifth avenue. The man ar- 
rived within ten minutes with Thomas Field- 
ers of my headquarters. He brought with 
him the photographic negative I showed on 
the stage tonight. 

Tried to Rush Things Through. 

“This gentleman, who is the head of a 
large establishment which does electrotyping 
work, told me that the negative had been 
brought to his place by an employé of Martin 
B. Brown & Co. The man from Brown's 
told the manager at the place it was a rush 
job, and that Brown’s people Wanted him tc 
make an electrotype and deliver it as soon 
as possible tonight. You see, Brown's firm 
does printing on a large scale, but does not 
do electrotyping. 

“Five minutes after I got the negative I 
jumped into a cab with Garvan and we went 
to Martin B. Brown's place on Park place. 
We got there at 7 o’clock. All the managers 
were out and ey told us they would be back 
at 8 o'clock. For some reason they did not 
show up and finally at 8:45 o'clock I naged 
to get one of them on the telephone, 

This manager, whose name I do not care 
to give, because he may have acted in good 
faith in what he did, admitted they got the 
rush order on the job and that the printing 
was to be run off tonight and the ballots held 
to await orders. 


Forced Him to Quit. 


“I said this thing was a forgery, and what- 
ever may be the result of this election, I 
would be in the district attorney's office two 
months longer at least and would punish the 
men guilty of this crime. 

‘The manager then acknowledged the 
house had been deceived and said he would 
call off the job and would print none of the 
circulars. 

“I could get no nearer the man than over 
the telephone, and I could not get full details 
of this affair. He said a man named Bald- 
win had given him the order for the ballots 
and that he thought Baldwin authorized the 
use of the name of ‘ The Jerome nominators.’ 

‘Upon returning to my headquarters I 
learned that Martin B. Brown, after the gen- 
tleman who brought me the plate refused 
to do the work, went to another reputable 
firm and endeavored to get this firm to make 
electrotype plates for the false ballots. This 
firm refused to have anything to do with 
such a job, not believing the use of the name, 
' Jerome nominators, was authorized. 

‘The whole thing simply shows the des- 
peration of the men who are responsible for 
it. We will run this thing down to the bot- 
tom and find out just who is responsible for 
it. I have an idea who the Baldwin man 
mentioned by Brown's manager 18 

The situation tonight is in a badly mixed 
condition. Nobody seems to have a des- 
nite idea of what the outcome will be. 
But one thing is certain today and that is 
that Tammany hall is by no means as confi- 
dent of McClellan’s election as it was on 
Saturday. The leaders who called at the 
wigwam on Fourteenth street and the man- 
agers at the mayor's headquarters are de- 
scribed as suffering from a bad attack of 
“cold feet.,“ and'the disposition around the 
Hoffman house and other betting resorts is 
to shorten the odds on McClellan. 


Scared by Big Demonstration. 

Just what it was that brought about this 
change of feeling could not be ascertained 
One of the elements that doubtless entered 
into the matter was the tremendous size of 
the Hearst demonstration at Madison square 
garden last night. In vain did the optimists 
call attention to the fact that the Bryan 
demonstration there in 1890 was even bigger, 
and yet for the first time since the republican 
party was formed in New York county it 
carried Manhattan in a two cornered contest. 
The wigwam was not to be comforted. 

The Hearst people, on the other hand, are 
jubilant. Nothing now can beat their candi- 
date. they say. The Garden demonstration 
proved that. It is true that about half the 
crowd was made up of women, youths, and 
children who have no votes, and that a large 
number were attracted by the free concert 
given by one of the leading orchestrag of the 
world. 

Nevertheless there is no mistaking the 
purport of the demonstration accorded to 
Hearst. It was that the people, irrespective 
of parties, want him for mayor, and they are 
going to elect him tomorrow. 

Mr. Hearst himself seemed to feel equally 
confident. Through his campaign manager 
he gave out a statement predicting ‘that he 
will be elected by a plurality of not. less than 
62,000. This is almost exactly the plurality 
McClellan got in 1908 over Low.

Judges and Clerks in Ten Precincts 
Work Late to Prepare the 
7 Devices. 


In consideration of getting off early to- 
night the judges and clerks in the ten elec- 
tion precincts in which voting machines are 
to be used today had to work last evening.

VOTH MAY CAUSE:TANGLE 


LITIGATION LIKELY TO FOLLOW 
RESULT OF REFERENDUM. 


Legisiature’s Ambiguous Phrasing of 
Requirements to Pass the Chicago 
Charter Act and Forest Preserve 
Measure May Be Taken te the Bu- 
preme Court if These Two Proposi- 
tions Are Not Favored in a Majority 
of Ballots Cast at Election Today. 


Because the legislature was ambiguous in 
the Chicago charter act and was indefinite 
in the forest preserve act, the referendum 
vote on these two propositions today is about 
as likely to produce litigation as it is to 
settle the questions involved. 

In the Chicago charter act, of which the 
chief point of controversy is the extention 
of the mayor's term of office to four years, 
the legislature stipulated in one section that 
the act should be approved by a majority 
voting thereon.“ In a section almost im- 
mediately following it is provided that the 
act shall be adopted by 4a majority of the 
votes cast at such 

In the forest preserve ant the method of 
calling a special election for the adoption of 
the act is outlined and then the provision 
is made that the act shailfobtain a majority 
of the votes cast at the election 


Chance for Controversy Apparent. 

In case both propositions receive a majority 
of all the votes cast at the election all con- 
troversy regarding the measures will be re- 
moved, but in case they receive merely a 
majority of those voting on the propositions 
and not a majority of the total vote cast the 
Supreme court is Hkely to be called upon to 
interpret the “legislative intent.“ 

As the two measures are the only ones con- 
cerning which any diversity of public opinion 
has been aroused, it is considered as un- 
fortunate that they should be the only two 
regarding which any technicalities have 
arisen to leave the vote in doubt. 


Other Measures Are Clear. 


The municipal courts bill and the gas 
regulation bill are specific in requiring only 
a majority of the votes cast on the propo- 
sitions. 

Of the two measures which ate ambigu- 
ous the forest preserve bill has been the 
most bitterly fought and is the one which 
may suffer. The friends of the measure 
have been proceeding on the assumption 
that, the majority of the entire vote was 
necessary, thus taking the safe course. 

However, if the act lost this majority, but 
secured a majority of the votes cast on the 
proposition, it is a certainty that they would 
ask the Supreme court to decide the ques- 
tion, and, if it did not, the enemies of the 
bill would take that action. 

Any number of good lawyers probably 
would give an opinion that the act requires 
only a majority of the votes cast on the 
proposition, said Attorney W. W. Wheelock 
last night, bdut such opinions would only 
be guesses at the decision of the Supreme 
court. The acts are not well drawn and the 
Supreme court will have to pass on them 
if they do not secure a majority of the votes 
cast at the election.”

Ultimatum Is Presented. 


The Rev. T. Frank Dyer of Lake View 
church, presented the following memorial: 

Assembled as the Congregational Ministers’ 
Union of Chicago to consider a grievous condition 
in our city life arising out of the deflance of our 
evil law by the liquor saloons of the city in 
regard to closing their doors on Sunday, and the 
refusal of his honor the mayor to enforce this 
law, we hold the following principles: 

1, That the guarantee of public peace and order 

is respect for the law of the land, and that citi- 
zens, whether in private or public life, are equally 
bound irrespective of their private beliefs or con- 
venience, to maintain that law as the only ame 
from social anarchy... 
2. That our public officials hold 45 not one 
their own profit or for the profit of their political 
supporters, but for the geed of the people as a 
whole; and that their office ts a sacred trust for 
which they will give account to God and to the 
enlightened conscience of the people. 

3. The Hquor traffic is the source of such serious 
evils as to require the most rigid control by 
public officials, We differ &s to methods of regu- 
lation, but it is generally agreed that out of this 
traffic comes the ruin of individuals, the degrada- 
tion of civic life, and the heavy expenses of the 
municipality. Whatever laws exist for the regu- 
lation of this traffic should be enforced the more 
zealously because of the character of the traffic 
itself. 

4. That strongly as is entrenched the liquor 
traffic, and many as are the obstacles in the way 
of reducing its pernicious influences, public senti- 
ment sustains our public executives in their ef- 
forts to reduce these evils, and affords its high- 
est praise to those bold and resolute men in publid 
office who defy the evil and enforce the law. 

In view of these principles, in view of the long 
services of our mayor on the judicial bench, in 
view, also, of the efficient action of the mayor 
and the chief of police in closing certain classes 
of these saloons, we do respectfully but earnestly 
request the mayor to reconsider his purpose of 
leaving the Sunday closing law uninforced and to 
show to that law the same respect and loyalty he 
shows to other laws. And we pledge to him our 
hearty support in gv ery step he may take to pro- 
tect the peace and'order of the commonwealth. 

Ordered, that a copy of this action be trans- 
mitted to the mayor, and a copy of it be sent to 
each church of the association to be read from 
the pulpit. 


Cold Greeting for Mayor’s Friend.

DEATH OF ADOLPH MOSES 


STROKE OF PARALYSIS FATAL TO 
VETERAN ATTORNEY. 


* * 


End Chas at Ane N. C., with 
Wife and Three Children at His 
Bedside—Born in Germany Sixty- 
eight Years Ago, He Removed to 
Americn to Study Law at New Or- 
leans—Resident of Chicago Since 
1869—Interment to Be Here. 


Adolph Moses died yesterday at Asheville, 
N. C., as the result of a stroke of paralysis 
received a few days previously. His wife and 
sons, Joseph W. and Paul A. Moses, and his 
daughter Irma were with him at the time 
of his death. 

Interment.will take place in Chicago. Ar- 
rangements for the funeral have not been 
completed. 

Mr. Moses was born in Speyer, Germany, in 
1837, and received his primary education 
there. Deciding to study law, he determined 
to remove to the United States because of 
the disabilities surrounding Jews in his na- 
tive country. He arrived in New Orleans in 
1852 and in 1861 was admitted to the bar. 
He served as captain in the confederate army 
and at the close of the war came north and 
settled in Quincy, III. In 1869 he removed to 
Chicago. 


Career at the Bar. 

He soon gained a wide reputation as a 
lawyer, and in 1879 was democratic nominee 
for judge of the Superiorcourt. Atonetime 
he was a member of the firm o€ Rosenthal, 
Pence & Moses, composed of the late Julius 
Rosenthal, the late A. M. Pence, and him- 
self; later he was associated with former 
Judge Philip Stein, under the firm name of 
Moses & Stein. Thereafter he was associated 
with Jacob Newman, under the firm name 
of Moses & Newman, which later became 
Moses, Newman. & Pam, and at the time of 
his death was senior member of the firm of 
Moses, Rosenthal & Kennedy. 

Mr. Moses was an active member of several 
societies, among which are the masons, the 
Independent Order of B’nai B'rith, the Iro- 
quois, and Standard clubs, and the Chicago 
Historical society. 

In 1890 he founded and thereafter was the 
president and editor of the National Cor- 
poration Reporter. 


Widow and Six Children Survive. 


Mr. Moses was married in 1868 in Chicago 
to Matilda Wolf of Mannheim, Germany. 
He is surwived by his widow and six children 
—Joseph W., Julius, Hamilton, and Paul 
Moses, Mrs. J. W. Moses of New Orleans, 
and Mrs. Moritz Rosenthal. 


SAYS INVESTMENT COMPANY 
CAN PAY ALL ITS BONDS. 


Manager Sherlock of North American 
Concern Declares Action of the Postal 
Authorities Uncalled For. 


Coincident with the attempt made yester- 
day in St. Louis to have a receiver appointed 
for the North American Investment company 
of Chicago, came the announcement from the 
officers of the company that a consolidation 
was about to be formed with the Southern 
Mutual Investment company of Chicago and 
the Colonial Security company of St. Louis. 

This move is the result of the action of the 
postoffice authorities last week in stopping 
the payment by the North American Invest- 
ment company of “short time bonds.” 
George W. Sherlock, manager of the North 
American company, which has headquarters 
at 148 Dearborn street, denied last night that 
the company was in financial difficulty. He 
said that the hostile action in St. Louis came 
from seven frightened bondholders. 

„This company does business the same as 
any insurance and endowment company, 
with the insurance part eliminated,” said Mr. 
Sherlock, We sell savings bonds at differ- 
ent periods of maturity. Some are for ten 
years, others for less. Recently we have 
been paying some that had run but two 
years. . 

„We were informed by the postoffice peo- 
ple that, as this involved the using of money 
paid in by other investors Instead of the 
money that had come through the interest 
on the bonds we were taking up, we would 
have to stop. So we did. It was not because 
we were not able to pay, and we will continue 
to pay any claims that are matured. We 
have $200,000 more than our liabilities.” 


ADVERSE TO CHICAGO COMPANY 


Report of Pennsylvania’s Banking 
Commission Affects the Amer- 
ican Guaranty. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 6—[Special.]—The 
American Guaranty company, a Chicago con- 
cern with offices here, practically has been 
barred from the state by an adverse report 
handed in by Banking Commissioner Berkey 
of Pennsylvania. The insurance commis- 
sioner at Pittsburg looked into the American 
Guaranty company’s work, and on his re- 
port the banking commission ruled against 
the Chicago concern. 


Charles L. Furey, vice president of the 
American Guaranty company, said last nigh: 
that it was not doing a banking business 
and never intended to do one; that the com- 
pany had been operating in Pennsylvania for 
fifteen years and had done nothing but a 
legitimate business.

In the south wing are extensive patches of 
dirt, which are to be used in the practical 
demonstration of plant lite and growth. 
Miniature cornfields, beds of potted plants, 
and shrubbery of all kinds have been set in 
place to ald the lecturer in his instructions 
on how to grow flowers cheaply. This feature 
of the show is a new departure, which fs to 
be made an annual pert of the flower exhibi- 
tion. 

One of the most important exhibits is the 
Japanese evergreen tree known as the 
“phuja.” This strange plant isthe property 
of J. Rosenwald, and is valued at $500. It is 
said to be 300 years old, but it has lost none 
of its verdure. The plant ori ly was 
cut and trimmed in such a way that it grew 
to be only three feet high. The Japanese 
gardeners have a method of confining the 
leaves of the tree to small bunches, so that 
it ie far different from the natural species, 
which grows to the height of 120 feet and 
sends forth its foliage in separate shoots, as 
in the American white ceaar.

Increase Speed of Mail Delivery. 

The railway postoffice department has or- 
dered the Lake Shore road to carry a mail 
clerk on the Twentieth Century train. The 
Lake Shore has the contract for carrying the 
through mail, and so far the government 
has not ordered it to carry a mail car on 
the Twentieth, the train being used only to 
carry a limited amount of through mail. The 
mail is carried on the combination baggage- 
buffet car, but a clerk will be installed on 
the run to sort the mail, so that it will not 
have to go to the general postoffice at New 
York ‘to be sorted, but can be sent direct 
from the station to the postoffice nearest its 
destination. It is believed that this sys- 
tem will make a difference of about four 
hours in the delivery of the mall.
